memorial to his son, who was drowned in Lake Geneva in 
1912. He calls this an ‘‘investment.’’ It is his personal con- 
tribution to aid the man who is down and out. The human 
side of life had such an appeal to him that he rejected the 
easier way of making cash contributions to organized charity 
and built the hotel. He has eliminated the usual charitable 
atmosphere around the splendid structure. Mr. Dawes has 
seen to it that there is nothing to remind the hotel’s guests 
that they are dependent upon charity. But the bills that the 
| guests receive are for five and ten cents for rooms and an 
average of about seven cents for meals. In connection with 
this work there is operated a free employment bureau which 
annually secures jobs for 2500 men. So suecessful became 
the operations of General Dawes’ theory of helping unfortu- 
nates through this practical method that he built two other 
similar institutions, one in Boston and another in Chicago, in 
memory of his mother. 

On the tragic death of his only son, whom he was training 
ta succeed him in the management of the various Dawes enter- 
prices, Mr. and Mrs. Dawes adopted two children, Dana and 
Virginia, but this is one of the subjects about which the 
general does not talk. The boy is now 12 and the girl 
younger. They inherited the great love the parents bore for 
their lost son. 

As more and more about ‘‘Heil and Maria’? Dawes becomes 
known, the affection of the nation for him is increasing. He 
knows how to make money, but more important, he knows 
how to spend it.—Riverside Enterprise.

Unexpected Results From Advertising 


RINTERS’ Ink tells how a comparatively small grower 
P of celery who made a small try at advertising came out 


as the result of his effort. An advertising man passed 

a vacation on this man’s plantation and got him inter- 
ested in pushing his product. He induced him to prepare 
special labels for his boxes, special bands for individual stalks» 
and print some illustrated booklets. He originated a trade 
name and tried out a limited newspaper campaign in only two 
cities. 

The celery grower thus described the result: ‘‘That busi- 
ness of ours has just jumped up, the same as light crops do 
in the Everglades muck; almost overnight. I’m more inter- 
ested in advertising now than in raising celery.’ 

A great many people who have never advertised much 
would be equally surprised if they would try it out in an enter- 
prising way. They need not spend any very large sum of 
money, nor take any very big space to start with. The main 
thing is to pick out some special lines that they feel have 
exceptional merit, put in a brief description of them, state 
why. they are believed to be of superior value and then quote 
prices. “4% : 

Every seller or producer of merchandise has such special 
opportunities to offer. He can go through every section of it 
and pick out things that look to him particularly good, which 
he takes pride in offering as the result of his enterprise and 
judgment and experience. He will sell them to his best 
friends, knowing that they will be pleased with them and feel 
he has done them a service in attracting their attention to 
these lines of goods. 

Now, if he will pick out a few of these articles or lines, 
and tell the public about them in a few terse words—not fancy 
language nor fine writing, but just plain every day talk, and 
quote the prices on them—he can hardly help getting results.

Shakespeare’s Lines 


ENIED generally in England as having been penned by 

Shakespeare, several lines of handwriting in a Bible 
released last week from customs at the port of New 
York are attracting attention in the East, 

The lines in dispute are commonplace moralizing. The 
Bible was printed ditring Shakespeare’s lifetime. It had been 
in the possession of one family for generations and the tradi- 
tion always had it that the book was once the property of 
Shakespeare. 2 

The Elizabethan script in which the lines are written 
bears a resemblance to the writing of Shakespeare and lines 
are to the effect that some men who profess religion “are 
not warriors in the Christian warfare, but labor only to get 
a name and do not walk in the power of religion.”’ 

All of Shakespeare’s writing were not gems. Many of 
his lines could be classified as common-place. But experts 
contend the latest addition to the collection of disputed 
writings of Shakespeare now in America are un-Shakespearian. 

These disputed lines do not ring as does that scene in 
The Merchant of Venice: 

‘““Q father Abram! What these Chrisians are, 
Whose own hard dealings teaches them suspect 
The thoughts of others!’’ 
| Or 
‘“‘O, what may man within him hide, 
Though angel on the outward side.”’ 
Or, again: 
“You are one of those that will not serve 
God if the devil bid you.” 
Other disputed lines in the recently arrived Bible are: 

‘Another sort of men have often many good 

; desires, but they are as the morning dew.’’ 

In all there are more than 40 disputed signatures and _ bits 
of manuscript which are attributed to Shakespeare. Most of 
these disputed Shakespearian signatures are now in the 
United States. Only six are usually admitted to be genuine 
and the British guard these in the British Museum. oat?

In the real estate business, many words and terms 
are used which have a technical meaning, often giv- 
ing rise to very fine distinctions drawn by the courts. 
The following concise definitions may help the lay- 
man to understand the purport and intent of the 
most-used terms, as well as to which papers they are 
meant to apply: 

A “real estate agent’? is one who represents an- 
other called the ‘‘principal’’ in dealing with third 
persons, with reference to real property. The agree- 
ment authorizing an agent to buy or sell real prop- 
erty on a commission must be in writing and signed. 
Such agent is also sometimes known as a broker 

A ‘“‘eontraet’’ is an agreement between two or 
more parties to do or not to do a thing, and when it 
involves real estate it must be in writing. 

An ‘‘option”’ is a contract whereby one is given 
the right for a eertaim time, at his election, to demand 
and receive, or to deliver property at a stated price. 
In order to make an option contract binding there 
must be a consideration paid therefor. 


A ‘‘conveyance”’ is any written instrument by 


which an estate or interest in real property is created, 
incumbered or disposed of, or by which the title to 
any real property may be affected, except a will.

A ‘“‘deed’”? is a written instrument, usually under

A ‘“‘grant deed’’ is the one ordinarily used in 
California, and takes the place of what is commonly 
known asa ‘‘warranty deed.”’ 

A ‘‘quit claim deed’’ is one used to convey what- 
ever title or interest one may have in real property 
without any covenants or warranties of any kind. 

A “tax deed’’ is one issued by the proper officer 
of the law, conveying the title of the rightful owner 
to the purchaser at a tax sale, or sale of land for 
non-payment of taxes. 

A “trust deed’’ is one conveying property to a 
third person for the purpose of securing a debt or 
other obligation with power of sale on failure to pay 
or perform the obligation. 

A ‘‘grantor’’ is one who makes a deed. 

A ‘‘grantee’’ is the one to whom the property is 
conveyed. 

A ‘‘mortgage 
lien upon property as security for the payment of a 
debt without the necessity for change of possession. 
A mortgage contains a power of sale in case default 
is made, and when sale is made the one who gives 
the mortgage jas a year in which to. redeem the 
property.

PROPER MANNER

In view of the approaching 
Fourth of July celebration and 
the flag campaign conducted this 
week by the Upland Chamber of 
Commerce, it is fitting that pub- 
licity be given to rules for proper 
display of the American flag. 

The following rules were adopt- 
ed by the National Flag Code 
Conference conducted by the Na- 
tional Americanism Commission 
of the American Legion. While 
they have no official government 
sanction, 
authoritative opinion of 68 lead- 
ing patriotic bodies of the coun- 





try, and of army and navy ex- 
perts. They have since been 
adopted by 45 other similar or- 
ganizations: 

The flag should be displayed 
only from 
between such hours as may be 


designated by proper authority. 
It should be displayed on national 
and state holidays and on historic 
and speciol occasions. The flag 
should always be hoisted briskly 
and lowered slowly and ceremon- 
iously. 

When displayed with another 
flag against a wall from crossed 
























staffs, the fiag of the United 
States should be on the right, the 
flag’s own frigft, and its staff 


should be in front of the staff of 
the other flag. 

When a number of flags are 
grouped and displayed from staffs 
the flag of the United States 
should be in the center or at the 
highest point of the group.
